Opera Comique, in Paris, and soon became 
a favorite with the opora-goers of all civil- 
ized nations. The younger son of a Mecklen- 
burg nobleman, whose patrimony consisted 
of a few sterile acres, saw suddenly ilowiuy 
info his coffers tantiemes such as had not 
oven been paid to the renowned composers 
of :'Ilobert le JJiable" and ''William Tell."

wetting a sponge aud sprinkling it with ca- 
nary, hemp, grass and other seeds. The 
sponge should be refreshed with water daily 
HO as to bo kept moist. In a few days the 
seeds will germinate, and the sponge will 
soon bo covered with a mass of green foli- 
age.—[Scientific American.
